He described him as a person of 
remarkable qualities and great idealism whose interest in 
Negro affairs prompted him to attend Howard University Law 
School.

Dean G. Acheson, former Secretary of State, and 
presently connected with the law firm of Covington and 
Burling, Washington, D. C., advised that he has been well 
acquainted with Mr. Wofford since August, 1954, on a 
professional basis and, to some extent, socially. He 
considered Mr. Wofford to be a loyal American of excellent 
Character, reputation, and associates and advised that he 
would recommend him for a sensitive position in the Government. 
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Mrs. Marjorie Lawson, Civil Rights Division, 
Democratic National Committee, Washington, D. C., advised 
that she has known Mr. Wofford since May, 1960, as a 
member of Senator Kennedy's staff concerned with civil 
rights watters. She considered him a conscientious worker 
and stated she would recommend him for a position of trust 
and confidence but commented she would have some hesitation 
in recommending him for a position in charge of civil 
rights. She advised that Mr. Wofford will run into some 
opposition by way of "nonacceptance" by members of both 
the white and Negro races. Mrs. Lawson felt that the 
field of civil rights has been pre-empted by Negro leaders 
who have been working for years in the field of civil 
rights.

United World Federalists, Incorporated 


The records of the Passport Office, Department of 
State, disclose(Mr. Wofford was issued a passport on 
May 28, 1947, for the purpose of attending the Firat World 
Conference of Federalists in Geneva, Switzerland, as a 
delegate. These records contained a letter dated May 8, 
1947, from the United World Federalists, Incorporated, 
New York, New York, which advised Mr, Wofford was to 
represent the United World Federalists in Europe during 
the Summer of 1947, and was to speak to world government 
groups in England and France and attend an international 
conference to be held in Geneva. 


In August and September, 1947, two articles 
written by Mr. Wofford appeared in the “New York Herald 
Tribune" newspaper concerning his attendance at the 
World Youth Festival held at Prague, Czechoslovakia, in 
August, 1947, in which he condemned the communist 
influence at the Festival. During an interview in 1949, 
Mr, Wofford advised Agents of this Bureau that the 
Festival was sponsored by the World Federation of 
Democratic Youth and closely followed the Comaunist 
Party line.

Mid-Century Conference for Peace 


The records of a ‘local government agency which 
collects security data in the Chicago, Illinois, area 
disclosejthat Harris Wofford of New York City, trustee of 
the Foundation for World Government, was scheduled. as a 
speaker at the Mid-Century Conference for Peace held on 
May 29+30, 1950, in Chicago, Illinois, which was sponsored 
by the Committee for Peaceful Alternatives to the Atlantic 
Pact. These records also disclose that Harris Wofford of 
Notre Dame University participated in the Mid-Century 
Conference for Peace held in Chicago on May 29, 1989, 
and sponsored by the Committee for Peaceful Alternatives 
to the Atlantic Pact. 


With regard to the Committee for Peaceful Alternatives 
to the Atlantic Pact, this organization has been cited by 
both the House Committee on Un-American Activities and the 
Internal Security Subcommittee of the United States Senate . 
Judiciary. Committee in reperts dated April 25, 1951 and 
April 23, 1956, respectively. 


According to the records of the above agency 
Mr. Wofford was received with "poorly concealed distaste" 
by most of the audience at the 1950 conference. He was 
reported as saying that "we" do not want the two thirds of 
the world's population not already under communist 
domination to fall under their domination and added that. 
“we must clear up the slum areas of the world if we would 
defeat communisa." In thie connection it may be noted | 
that the May 31, 1950, issue of the "Daily Worker," former 
east coast communist newspaper, in reporting on the conference 
stated that the sppech of Mr. Wofford was “liberal with the 
customayy anti-Soviet implications." 
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Foundation for World Government 


In January, 1949, Mr. Wofford and his wife were 
granted a Research Fellowship by the Foundation for World 
Government for a year's study of social, political, and 
economic problems in India. Upon their return to the 
United States they wrote a book titled "India Afire" which 
was published in 1951. Published reviews of this book stated 
“their report is immediate and personal rather than historical 
and analytical and full of shock, indignation and reproof 
for the country and its leaders." 


Dr. Sbringfellow Barr, profeseor, Rutgers 
University, Newark, New Jersey, who was former president of 
the Foundation for World Government, advised that Mr. Wofford 
was a trustee of the Foundation from November, 1948, until 
approximately January, 1950. He stated that he has known 
Mr. Wofford since the latter was seventeen years old and 
considered him a person of the highest character and 
integrity, and a loyal devoted American citizen. He 
described Mr. Wofford as a brilliant lawyer who is also an 
expert on foreign affairs, particularly on India and the 
Far Kast. He said that Mr. Wofford has also had a long 
career in the civil rights movement and from the time. he 
was @ very young man has been interested in the problems of 
the Negroes in the United States. In this regard Dr. Barr 
indicated that Mr. Wo@fdrd was a friend of Martin Luther 
King, 2 prominent Negro leader. 


Dr. Barr advised he considered Mr. Wofford to have 
the most extraordinary and amazing mind of all the men 
with whom he has ever had contact and considered that he 
would be well qualified for a position of trust in 
the Government.

With regard to Dr. Barr, mentioned above, he has 
been identified as either a sponsor or a signer of petitions 
of the National Federation for Constitutional Liberties, 
American Comaittee for Protection of Foreign Born and the 
Nationaal Committee to Repeal the McCarran Act, all of which 
have been cited by either the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities or the Attorney General under Executive Order 10450. 


He has, in addition, been identified as a cosigner of published 
appeals requesting amnesty for the leaders of the Communist 
Party who had been convicted under the Smith Act. 


In connection with Mr. Wofford's travel in India, 
on March 30, 1951, Laurence Miller, Commissioner of Police, 
Brentwood, Maryland, furnished a signed statement tc Agents of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation concerning a complaint 
received on March 23, 1951, from residents of an apartment 
building at 3319 Chauncey Place, Brentwood, Maryland, perta_uing 
to a meeting being held in the apartment occupied by 
Mr. and Mr#. Harris Wofford at that address. Mr. Miller advised 
that he observed the activities in the apartment through en 
opened window and observed approximately eight persons, most 
of whom were of a minority race, in the apartment. He noted 
that a wsilent color fila in the nature of a travelogue of India 
wa: being shown, accompanied by commentaries of Mr. Wofford 
co.;. -rning India, 


A joint signed statement was also furnished on 
April 1, i951, by officers Daniel Manual and Carl Hoffaan, 
Mt. Ramier, Maryland, Police Department, concerning the 
above complaint. Included in their statement was the following 
comment concerning the film and the commentary of Mr. Wofford: 


"We recall that a scene was in the film 

about a poor village that had bad housing 

and streets. Upon showing this scene the 

man remarked to the other 'Do not mistake 
this. This is not a frontier town in the 
United States but it is the average village of 
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India toder, This filthy condition is 

on account of the domination of England 
and Capitalistic America, Here you see a 
country thet is divided and weak but when 
Worid War {{1 comes, through the great 
leadership of Stalin, India will be strong 
end ready.* Se sontinued, ‘Believe me 
there will te 2 Yorld Var Iy1.'" 


H. G. Smithy Company, Washington, D. C., which 
managed Mr. Wofford's apartment, advised in Marck, 1981, 
that immediately following the above incident Mr. Wofford 
complained to that company concerning the objections

(United States Youth Festival Conmittee ](f, ) 


A confidential “informant, who hac furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that the United States 
Youth Feetival Committee hud been contacted during early 
1957 by Harris Wofford, 1226 Rebecca Drive, Alexandria, 
Virginia. It may be noted that former neighbors of Mr. Wofford 
advised during this investigation that he had previously gs 2 
resided at this address. This informant advised. that = 
Mr. Wofford stated that he had just returned From a trip 
through the Soviet Union during which he had seen 
preparations for the Sixth Yorld Festival in Moscow. 
Mr, Wofford advised this informant that he was interested 
in American participation, and upon his return to this 
country had contacted the Soviet Embasgy, which had referred 
him to the United States Youth Festival Committee. 
Mr. Wofford indicated to thik source that he was writing 
about his experiences in the Soviet Union, particularly 
concerning the young people, focusing upon the festival and 
the need for United States participation.

If the FBI is as good as Hoover says it is, its report on me should show 
that I8m almost too secure and not risky enough for the New Frontier. The esxzential thing 
about this, or any other such report, it seems to me, is that the person involved have an 
opportunity to know any disturbing item which might be cleared up with further facts -- on 
unless any such general disclosure would in fact jeopardize an FBI agent. 

The only item I aii imagine which on its face might be disturbing about me was 
a talk I gave in 1950 to a Mid-Cetury Conference for Peace at some church in Chicago. The 
Conference was listed in a document published by the House Un-American Activities Committee, 
I believe, and the program of the meeting was printed in the document, and my name listed 
in the index, Presumably the index is ind&scriminately full of pro-Commnists, anit Commnt sh. 


and wholly non-political people, In any case, my talk was sufficiently anti -Communist to 


have provoked boos and hisses from part of the audience, the only time I've ever experienced 
this, The subject was peaceful alternatives to the Cold War, and I began with the | 
proposition that the Cold War was in itself preferable to the alternative of appeasement 
or surrender to Communist imperialism, etc., and the talk was full of swipes at the 
Soviet Union andStalinism, I can find the text because I distributed quite a few mitieogra 
copies of it, and you would find it not only tough on Communism but very much on New Frontieré 
lines prophetic of our recent campaign, 

The meeting itself was sponsored by a relatively respectable group of ministers, 
Bishops, Negro leaders and padifists, But there was a fellow-traveling element behind it, 
led by the Rev, Uphaus who went to jail in New Hampshire for refusing to answer questions 
a year or so ago. I was asked soz€z2z2 by my friend Scott Buchanan, former dean of St. Johnts"s 
College in Annapolis, now Hutchins! chief idea man at Santa Barbara, to take his place — I 
think Buchanan fell ill or something. I agreeé but made a point in my prepared text to 
state ny cence with the fellow-traveling element, When I reached Chicago the 
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meeting wponsors, having read my talk, told me theirkplans had changed and they wanted me 


to speak for 3-5 minutes instead of 30 minutes{, I declined and withdrew from the program, 
to their taunts tht Lincoln did it successfully in that time limit at Gettysburg, They 
thep sent word that I should give my full talk, But apparently they had alerted the 
left-wing in the audience, and it loudly and angrily booed a number of my remarks, 

I assumed that if the PBI was interested in the meeting it sent agents to it and 
that this episode, which was the ligveliest thing that happened there, would have been 
accurately reported, But when I received a full field investigation at the Civil Rights 
Commission I gathered that my name in the index of the House document was a reff flag, I 
gathered, also, however, that I was fully cleared at the Commission. I assume Father 
Hesburgh went through the file carefully. 

I can't think of anything else of relevance. I was at the Prague World Youth 
Festival in 1947, but as a correspondent of the NY Herald Tribune, and 1 not only wrote 
articles exposing the siebiy: fellow-traveling US delegation (which in turn resulted from 
the shabby, timid State Department policy of discouraging major American universities fron 


sending big representative delegations), but helped instigate the anti-Communist protest 


made at the Festival, This and other things I did there were reported widely in the 
press, I did a national CBS radio report on it, and even had a good talk with the FBI. 
on my return, which I gathered they appreciated, 

The point, from an FBI point of view, is tlt from my earliest political interests 
and activities Itve been a strong anti-Communist, The Student Federalrovenent which I 
started while at Scarsdale High School was practically a Republican Sraandvetion -- Justice Owe 
Roberts was our national honorary advisory chairman, and we were all for Harold Stassen! 
In the American Veterans Committee I was in the very early group that organized to kick out 


the Communists -- along with Congressman Dick Bolling, Cord Meyer, Charles Bolte, Adam 


Yarmolinsky, Gil Harrison and others, Our anti-Communist faction at the University 
of Chicago had a knock-down-drag-out battle with the united front group. In those days 
and off and on over the years I have written for The New Leader, the oldest, staunchest 
group of anti-Comnmunists in the country. 

In fact, as I review my political life, I wonder if I am qualified for the New 
Frontier, In any case, ambiguityéé about Communism is not one of my disabilities. If 
the FBI file suggests it is, something is wrong with the FBI -- and I should know what 
the allegation is. 

The only encounter with the FBI Itve omitted was back in 1951 or so, when I 
was at Howard University. We had three or four African students to our apartment in 
Mt, Ratinier, Maryland, along with one or two Negro law students at Howard, and were 
showing our movies on India, The janitor kagke knocked on the door and when I opened 
a crowd of people was there, and the janitor said that he understood we had niggers inside 
and that they had to gop I told him they were our guests and that he should leave 
immediately. We went on with our movies. Later our neighbor said that the janitor or 
the local police had cdlled the FBI, and that an FBI man had dispersed people. Cars followed 
us when we took the students back to the University, This was the first time any of 
the African students had been in a white American home, One of the boys is now high 
in the new Govemment of Nigeria, I protested the next morning to the apartment owners 
and received an apology, but never was in direct touch with the BBI over the incident, 

If my political views over the years are of interest to anyone, they are 
amply recorded in articles, two books, and talks, Fortunately I baye/moved from my 
unduly Republican beginning te a position which now there is a Democratic Administration

Mr. WIGGINS advised that the appointee is widely

He indicated that the 
appointee likewise appears to communicate well with his superiors 
and most subordinates, but he does not communicate well with 
people who are not interestéd in new ideas and new ‘thoughts, 
Or who tend to think in a conventional or conservative terms. 
Mr. WIGGINS remarked that he and the appointee are "on the 
same wave’ length’: and he has, therefore, never had any 

_ difficulty communicating with the appointee very completely. 
He mentioned that the appointee is an excellent speech 
writer and makes himself very clear in the “material which 
Re prepares. Mr. WIGGINS added tht he has no reason to 
question the appointee's judgment, although he was unable to 
think of any particular example which would illustrate this 
point unless it was anincident related in THEODORE WHITE's 
book, ''The Making of a President" in which, during a crisis 
in President KENNEDY's campaign, the appointee is credited 
with giving him the idea of making a phone call to the wife 
of. Rev. MARTIN LUTHER KING. Mr.WIGGINS concluded by 

| emphasizing that he has the highest personal regard fori.bhe 
appointee and he recommended him without hesitation for any 
Hespensi pie Government position. 


_ dr. GEORGE CARTER, Regional Director for North 
Africta, Mtg, Near Kast and South Asia, advised that he has 
known the appointee both socially and professionally since 
October, 1960. He mentioned that he first met the appointee 


ry 
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socially through a mutual friend and then worked under the 
appointee during the KENNEDY campaign. He added that he 

has kn@wn the appointee at the Peace Corps since 1962, 

both in Ethiopia and in Washington, D.C. hr. CARTER réported 
‘that he considers the appointee to be a loyal and devoted 
United States citizen and a man of excellent character, 
morals, integrity, and associations. He stated that he has 
no reason whatever to feel that the appointee should not 

be granted a clearance for a responsible Government 
assignment. 


Mr. CARTER remarked that with respect to the appointee, 
"I know him, I like him, and I am in some ways indebted to 
him". He described the appointee as a very complicated human 
being, who is dedicated and hardworking. He remarked that 
people who tend to be like the appointee, think very very 
highly of him. Cther people, “of whom I am one", agree that 
he is dedicated and hardworking but feel that once he gets 
out of the realm of generating ideas, he lacks administrative 
ability and tends to "fowl things up'’. He mentioned that the 
appobntee is a person around whom controversy sometimes arises 
because of his lack of sensitivity to highly complicated 
personnel situtations. 


He stated that the appointee has great energy and 
talent, which if channeled in the right direction and at the 
right position would make him very valuable in certain 
assignments, such as on the Policy rlanning Council of the 
Department of State. However, according to Mr. CARTER, 

he would not himself  Sput the appointee in charge of an 
operation involving the head of the Peace Corps installation 
in any. country in Nr. CARTER's region. He mentioned that 

it is,impression that the appointee may at the present time be 
under consideration for appointment as ambassador to Nepal and 
he commented that he would not appoint him ambassador to 

any country because of the reasons mentioned previously. 


Mr. CARTER related that the appointee on occasions 
has hurt people's feelings or has given them the wrong 
impression of his attitude by an apparent inabiltty to 
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communicate his feelings or because of a lack of preceptiop 
of delicate situations. He explained that the appointee has > 
spent several years and much effort in an honest and 
completely sincere fight for equak:rights for all Americans. 
However, in dealing with his staff in Ethiopia,some of 

whom were Negros, there: are people, both black and white, 

who served under him and who are convinced that he is a 
deep-seated bigot. According to CARTER this situation 
illustrates to him that the appointee some how was inept. 

in dealing with these people so that they came to an 
incorrect .conclusion as to his real attitude. Mr. CARTER 
mentioned that after some five years experiance in dealing 
with the appointee he would tend to have reservations regard~ 
ing appointee's judgment, particularly in a time of crisis. 
He mentioned, however, that his is simply a conclusion which 
‘he has reached and he does not feel it necesaary to comment 
further. . / 


Mr. JACK.HGCGD VAUGHN, Director, Peace Corp 
advised that he has known the appointee off and on both 
socially and professionally shdce late 1961. He indicated 
that he had little contact with hin from 1962-64, but then 
saw him occasionally since 1964 and has supérvised him for the 
past three months. Mr. VAUGNNreported that the appointee is 
unquestionably a loyal United States citizen anda man of 
excellent character, integrity, reputation and associations. 
He recommended the appointee for a position of trust and 
confidence with the Government remarking that he is an 
extremely intelligent, alert, energetic, and dependable 
individual. He remarked that the appointee is “an idea 
man'’, a planner, and a fine speech writer, who appears to be 
sincerely interested in civil rights and social justice. 


He added that the appointee is widely known and 
respected in intellectual and academic circles throughtout 
the United States and his contacts in these fields have been 
extremely useful to the Peace Corps.

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Mr. FRANK M WICZ, Regional Director, Latin 
America Region, advised that he. has’ known the appointee quite 
well both socially and professionally | for the past four years 
as a co-worker. Mr. MANKIEWICZ described the appointee as a 
loyal’ and dedicated United States citizen and a man of 
exemplary character, morals, reputation, and associations. 
He recommended the appointée "without any reservations 
whatever'' for a Government ‘position of trust.

not indicated. Wofford, aged 40, was a Special Assistant to 

the President in 1961 and 1962, and has been employed by the 
Peace Corps in Ethiopia and Washington, D. C., since 1962. 1960 
investigation disclosed "lofford had been interested in civil 
rights and Negro problems for a number of years and, although 

he had attended conferences having communist influence in the 
past, he was considered anticommunist and loyal. Current 
investigation was generally favorable. He was described as an 
"idea man,’ an intellectual and “progressive™ by associates. 

One associate is of the opinion he lacks administrative ability

Mr. Wofford continued in his employment as a staff 
member, Civil Rights Division, Democratic National Committee, 
(4 Washington, DBD. C., watil Yebruary, 1961. 


He was employed aS a Special Assistant to the 
President, The White House Office, Washington, D. C., from 
February, 1961, to June, 1962, 


Mr. Wofford has been employed by the Peace Corps 
Bince June, 1962. He entered on duty as Peace Corps 
Representative to Ethiopia and Special Peace Corps Representative 
for Africa, and in June, 1964, was reassigned as Associate 
Director for Planning and Evaluation, Peace Corps, 
Washington, D. C. Since October, 1965, Mr. Wofferd has served 
as Associate Director for Planning, Evaluation and Research, 
Peace Corps, Washington, 0D. C, 


My. Wofford has continued on a leave of absence from 
his position as a visiting associate professor for research, 
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Harris Liewellyn Wofford, Jr. 


Interviews 


Robert Sargent Shriver, Jr., Director, Office of 
Economic Opportunity, Washington, D, €., advised he has 
become well acquainted with Mr. Wofford since 1960. He stated 
Mr. Wofford was extremely devoted to the late President 
John F. Kennedy. He said Mr. Wofford served under his, 
Mr. Shriver's, supervision at the Peace Corps while he was 
Director of the Peace Corps. He stated Mr. Wofford is very 
intelligent and capable, and advised he has had no reason to 
question Mr. Wofford's character, integrity, morals, reputation, 
loyalty or associates. Myr. Shriver stated Mr. Wofford is 
best utilized in formulating and expressing policy and 
remarked that he has done very good work handling contacts 
with professors at various universities in the United States. 
He described Mr. Wofford as an intellectual and a "progressive," 
and mentioned that Mr. Wofford had taken leave in order to 
participate in a march at Selma, Alabama. Mr. Shriver stated 
Mr. Wofford was an admirer of the late Mohandas K. Gandhi of 
India and is an admirer of Martin Luther King, Jr., prominent 
Negro leader. He said Mr. Wofford has always taken a 
nonviolent position with regard to civil rights. Mr. Shriver 
said be igo aware that Mr. and Mrs. Wofford enjoy a happy home 
life. He said he would highly recommend Ur, Wofford for 
appointment to a position of trust and confidence with the 
Government, 


During the 1960 investigation of Mr. Wofford, 
Mr. Shriver stated he first met Mr. Wofford two years prior 
to that time and said he had great respect for Mr. Wofford'’s 
ability. He advised he had no reason to question Mr. Wofford's 
character, associates, reputation or loyalty, and highly 
recommended him for a sensitive position with the Governnent. 


Jack Hood Yaughn, Director, Peace Corps, 
Washington, D. C., advised he has known Mr. Wofford, both 
professionally and socially, since late 1961, but said he had 
Little contact with him from 1962 to 1964. Mr... Vaughn advised 
he has supervised Mc. Yofford's work for the past three 
months, He stated Mr. Wofford is unquestionably a loyal 
American of excellent character, integrity, reputation and 
associates. According to Mr. Vaughn, Mr. Wofford is highly 
intelligent, alert, energetic and dependable. He said 
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Harris Liewellyn Wofford, Jr. 


Mr. Wofford is a planner, an “idea man't and a fine speech 

writer .oo appears sincerely interested in civil rights and 
social justice. Mr, Vaughn advised that Mr. Wofford ic widely 
known and respected in intellectual and academic circles, and his 
contacts in these fields have bean extremely useful to the 

Peace Corps. Mr. Vaughn recommended Mr. Wofford for a 

position of trust and confidence with the Government, 


Warren W. Wiggins, Deputy Director, Peace Corps, 
Washington, D. C., advised he first met Mr. Wofford in 
February, 1961, and said he has worked very closely with 
Mr. Wofford since 1964. He mentioned he has been Mr. Wofford's 
supervisor since July, 1965. Mr. Wiggins advised he has no 
reason to question Mr. Wofford's loyalty and stated to the 
best of his knowledge Mr. Wofford's character, habits, morals, 
integrity, reputation and associates are of the very highest. 
He described My, Wofford as "one of the best idea men in the 
Peace Corps’ and said he is an innovator who likes to originate 
ideas for making the world a better place in which to live, 

He advised that, as a result, Mr. Wofford is somewhat 
versial asp an administrator since he is not a systematic, 
ed type of person. Mr. Wiggins said, however, 
es {ford is ideally suited for an administrative position 
emer eite a high degree of intellectual and idea components. 
He advised he feels, for example, that Mr. Wofford would be an 
ideal college president or an ambassador, while he would not be 
well suited for a position such as assiatant secretary for 
administration of a large agency requiring work on detailed 
uatters relating to budget, finance and personnel. 


Mr. Wiggins advised that Mr. Wofford is widely 
known in intellectual circles and communicates superbly with 
people in academic life. He said Mr. Wofford appears to 
communicate well with his superiors and most subordinates, 
but not with those who are not interested in new ideas and 
new thoughts or who teud to think in "conventional or 
conservative terms."" Mr. Wiggins stated Mr. Wofford is an 
excellent speech writer and said he has no reason to question 
his judgment. He advised he has the highest personal regard 
for Mr. Wofford and stated he would rscommend him for any 
responsible position of trust and confidence with the 
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George Carter, Regional Director for North Africa, 
Near East and South Asia, Peace Corps, Washington, D. C., 
advised he has known Mr. Wofford, both socially and professionally, 
Since October, 1960, and said since 1962 he has been acquainted 
with Mr. Wofford in Ethiopia and Washington, D. C. He stated 
he considers Mr. Wofford a loyal and devoted American of 
excellent character, morals, integrity and associates,and advised 
he has no reason to feel he should not be granted a clearance 
for a responsible Government assignment. Mr. Carter described 
Mr. Wofford as a very complicated person who is dedicated and a 
hard worker, and remarked that persons who tend to be like 
Mr. Wofford think very highly of him. He said he, Mr. Carter, 
and others agree that Mr. Wofford is dedicated and hardworking, 
but feel that when Mr. Wofford leaves the realm of generating 
ideas, he lacks administrative ability and tends to "foul 
things up.” He mentioned that controversy sometimes arises 
around Mr. Wofford because of his lack of sensitivity to highly 
complicated personnel situations. 


According to Mr. Carter, Mr. Wofford has a great 
amount of energy and talent which would make him very 
valuable in certain assignments. He said, however, he would 
not put Mr. Wofford in charge of a Peace Corps installation 
in any country and commented that because of his foregoing 
remarks he would not recommend Mr. Wofford for the position of 
ambassador to any country. Mr. Carter advised that on 
occasion Mr. Wofford has hurt the feelings of others or has 
given them the wrong impression of his attitude because of his 
appsrent inability to communicate his feelings or a lack of 
perception of delicate situations. In this regard, he stated 
Mr. Wofford has spent several years and much effort in an 
honest and compietely sincere fight for equal rights for ail 
Americans; however, in dealing with his staff in Ethiopia 
there were some who served under Mr. Wofford, both Negroes 
and whites, who were convinced he was a "deep-seated bigot." 
Mr. Carter said this situation illustrated to him that 
Mr, Wofford was inept in dealing with these persons, causing 
them to reach an incorrect conclusion as to his real 
attitude. He stated he would tend to have reservations 
regarding Mr. Wofford's judgment, particularly in a time of 
crisis, but advised this is merely a conclusion he has reached. 
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Harris Llewellyn Wofford, Jr, 


Dianna T, MacArthur, Director, Division of Private 
and International Organizations, Peace Corps, Washington, D. C., 
advised she has known Mr. Wofford, primarily on a professional 
basis, for the past three years. She mentioned she had seen 
Mr, Wofford from time to time while he was serving in 
Ethiopia and said she has worked closely with him in 
Washington, D. C., since 1964, Mra. MacArthur advised she has 
no doubt concerning Mr. Wofford's loyalty, adding he is very 
idealistic and sincere about the United States and its 
greatness as a country. She stated Mr. Wofford ia an ‘idea 
man” and an excellent speech writer who is interested in 
civil rights and social justice. Mrs, MacArthur remarked that 
Mr. Wofford's character, reputation and associates are of the 
highest type and gaid she would not hesitate to recommend 
him for a Government position of trust. Mrs. MacArthur 
advised in her judgment Mr. Wofford did a good job in Ethiopia 
and mentioned he is perhaps best suited for a research or 
planning role. 


William C, Canby, Jr., staff member, Washington, D. C., 
office of Walter F, Mondale, United States Senator from 
Minnesota, advised he has been acquainted with Mr. Wofford 
Bince 1962 and said he served as Mr. Wofford's deputy on a 
Peace Corpse project in Ethiopia for approximately two years. 

He stated Mr. Wofford had direct supervision over ten or 
twelve persons and said he appearad to get along well with 
them and did a good job. Mr. Canby advised he has had close 
social contact with Mr. and Mrs. Wofford since their return 
to the United States. He stated in his opinicn Mr. Wofford 
is an "idea man" who is resourceful and aggressive. He said 
routine administration is not one of Mr. Wofferd's "stronger 
points,” but stated he is certainly adequate in this area. 
Mr. Canby commented favorably concerning Mr. Wofford's character, 
loyalty, reputation and associates, and recommended him for a 
position of trust and confidence. 


Robert F. Kennedy, United States Senator from 
New York, interviewed in Washington, D0. C., advised he has 
known Mr. Wofford since 1960 when Mr. Wofford worked with the 
late President John F. Kennedy during the election campaign. 
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He stated he has also had some limited social contact with 

Mr. Wofford. Senator Kennedy stated he considers Mr. Wofford 
very capable and reliable, and advised that when he, 

Senator Kennedy, was Attorney General of the United States 

he considered employing Mr. Wofford in the Department of Justice. 
He said he has no reason to question Mr. Wofford'’s character, 
loyalty, reputation or associates, and highly recommended him 
for a sensitive position with the Government. 


Eighteen additional persons, including professional 
associates and social acquaintances, were interviewed. They 
commented favorably concerning Mr. Wofford's character, loyalty, 
reputation and associates, and those well acquainted with 
Mr. Wofford recommended him for a position of trust and 
confidence with the Governnent. Mr. Wofford was described as 
intelligent, oonscientious, capable, alert and hardworking. 
at was stated he is creative, energetic and responsible. 

An individual who worked under My. Wofford'’s supervision 
in Ethiopia advised he was well liked by his superiors and 
his subcrdirates. Persons acquainted with Hr. Wofford's 
close relatives said they are considered loyal Americans 
of good reputation.

Information has been received indicating that 
the files of appropriate credit reporting agencies in the 
United States contain no additional pertinent information 
concerning Mr. Wofford and that the files of appropriate 
law enforcement agencies in the United States contain no 
record of Mr. Wofford or his close relatives. 


Bar Affiliation 


Mr. Wofford was admitted to practice law in the 
District of Columbia on October 15, 1954, and is presently 
in good standing. He was admitted to practice before the 
Supreme Court of the United States on May 1, 1958. He is a 
member in good standing of the American Bar Association, 
Chicago, Illinois. No grievances have been filed against 
Mr. Wofford, 


Clearance 


Mr. Wofford was granted a top secret security 
Clearance by the Agency for International Development on 
June 19, 1962, and this clearance is presently active. 


Bassport Record 


The files of the Passport Office, Department of 
State, indicate Mr. Wofford was issued a passport on 
April 18, 1961, for proposed travel of three weeks to various 
countries on official business. These files were found to 
contain no additional pertinent antoymattou concerning 
Mr. Wotford.

Miscellaneous 
In October, 1961, an informant, who has furnished 


eliable information in the past rovided information 
dicating that 


in November, 1961, information was received that 
a delegation planned to present a petition to several Federal 
officials in Washington, D. C., seeking Executive clemency 
for Carl James Braden and Frank Byron Wilkinson. It was 
indicated that one Selma Rein, who had been identified as a 
member of the Communist Party in the past, stated that the 
delegation would go to the White House and see one Harris 
Wolford and that Mr. Wolford "is behind us 100 per cent." (HY 
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Carl James Braden and Frank Byron Wilkinson, 
mentioned previously, wore convicted for 
contempt of Congress for refusing to testify 
before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities when asked about their Communist 
Party membership. On April 1, 1961, they 
commenced serving one-yeaf prison terms 

after the United States Supreme Court had 
denied their appeais on February 27, 1961. 
Both Braden and Wilkinson hed been identified 
as members of the Communist Party in the past 
and both had been active in various committees 
attempting to abolish the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities. 


During this investigation informants familiar 
with some Comaunist Party and related activities in the 
Washington, D. C., area advised ney possess no information 
concerning Mr. Wofford. 


The centrai files of the FBI, including the 
files of the Identification Division, contain no additional 
pertinent information concerning Mr. Wofford.

For detailed results of these investigations, you 
are referred to Mra, Mildred Stegall at the White House. 
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NOTE: 1960 investigation disclosed Wofford had been interested 
in Civil rights and Negro problems for a number of years and, 
although he had attended conferences having communist influence 
in the past, he was considered anticommunist and loyal. He was 
described as an "idea man," an intellectual and "progressive" 
by associates. One associate is of the opinion he lacks admin- 
istrative ability and said he has reservations as to Wofford's 
judgement.
